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Help Available for Stressed-out Rookies: Peel Police

New cops having trouble coping 
with a “very stressful job” can get 
help, says Sgt. Josh Colley of the 
Peel Regional Police. 

On Monday, Constable Rajvir 
Ghuman was charged with Domes- 
tic Assault, Forcible Confinement 


and Mischief Over $5,000.00. 


Ghuman was one of 35 officers 
inducted into the force in Sept. 
2016, so he’s been on the job for 
less than a year. 


Heis innocent until proven guilty 
but a conviction would “absolutely 
destroy his career.” 


“I don’t know what led to the 
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charges, what sparked it. Could 
it be the job pressures, I have no 
idea. But I do know that they put 
a lot into mental health and well 
being of the staff,” Colley said. 


Ghuman becomes the fourth Peel 
Regional officer charged since 
April, none of whom have yet had 


their cases go to trial.

The Vulnerable Person 
Registry (VPR) is a ser- 
vice in Mississauga and 
Brampton that allows 
caregivers of vulnerable 
persons to submit vital 
information to a data- 
base that will be used by 
police and other emer- 
gency services during a 
crisis situation. 


A Vulnerable Person is 
defined as a person who 
due to a medical, mental 
health, or physical con- 
dition may exhibit pat- 
terns of behaviour that 
may pose a danger to 
that person. 


Signs of this behavior 
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may include a tendency 
to wander, an inability to 
communicate, fascina- 
tions or attractions (wa- 
ter, construction sites 
etc.) and social respons- 
es (fear of strangers, ag- 
gression). 


Examples of vulnera- 
ble persons include in- 
dividuals with Autism 
Spectrum Disorder, Alz- 
heimer’s Disease, an ac- 
quired brain injury or a 
mental health condition 
that causes a person to 
exhibit the behaviours 
listed above. 


If the individual goes 
missing and is reported 
by the parent/guardian, 
information about his/ 
her physical appearance, 
the most likely places 
where he/she would go 
to, as well as triggers, 
stimulants, and de-esca-

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Man arrested after hate-inspired 
crime at Brampton home 


A man accused of 
screaming racial slurs 
and beating up a Bramp- 
ton resident standing in 
his driveway has been 
charged with a hate-mo- 
tivated criminal offence. 


Peel Regional Police ar- 
rested 28-year-old Mat- 
thew Wight and charged 
the Brampton man with 
a hate-motivated  of- 
fence. He faces one count 
of assault causing bodily 
harm and one count of 
breach of recognizance, a 
bail-related offence. 

Peel’s 22 Division in- 
vestigated a report of a 
man who stopped his ve- 
hicle Sunday in front of 
a house in the Williams 
Parkway and_ Centre 
Street area, left the ve- 


hicle and attacked a man 
who was standing in the 
driveway, while uttering 
racial slurs at the same 
time. 


The 31-year-old Bramp- 
ton victim was _ trans- 
ported to a local hospital 
with serious facial inju- 
ries from the assault. 


He appeared in Bramp- 
ton court Monday to face 
the charges. If convicted 
of a criminal offence and 
it’s proved to be motivat- 
ed by hate or bias, higher 
penalties can be imposed 
by the judge during sen- 
tencing. 

Hate-motivated crimes 
are a key focus of investi- 
gation for the Peel police, 
Ontario’s second biggest 


force, since the big cities 
it patrols - Mississau- 
ga and Brampton -- are 
among the most racially 
and religiously diverse in 
Canada. 


“Frenzies can can re- 

sult, which lead to witch 
hunts, free rein of enforc- 
ers of social norms, and 
hastily drafted unwise 
legislation,” said Joseph 
Hickey, executive direc- 
tor of the Ottawa-based 
association. 


“In addition, — soci- 
ety-wide artificially in- 
duced outrage and fear 
can alter an insecure or 
vulnerable individual’s 
view of society, in a di- 
rection opposite to trust 
and community.” 


Suspects arrested in home robbery 


Police are looking to the 
public for help identifying 
suspects who were involved 
in a home invasion robbery 
early Wednesday morning 
in Brampton. 


Three suspects entered a 
residence in the Bovaird 
Drive East and Sunforest 
Drive area around 3:30 
a.m., and got into an alter- 
cation with a 24-year-old 
occupant, who suffered mi- 
nor injuries. 


Police were called to the 
scene and two of the three 
suspects were arrested - a 
15-year-old and _ 17-year- 
old, who cannot be identi- 
fied under the Youth Crim- 
inal Justice Act. 


A third suspect, described 
as 510” in height, light 
complexion, and wearing 
dark clothing, possibly a 
grey shirt, eluded police. 


The 15 year-old male from 


Brampton and the 17 year- 
old male from Toronto 
were charged with Robbery, 
and appeared in Brampton 
court. 


Witnesses are being sought 
to identify the third male.

Woman injured after bullets fired into home 


A 39-year-old Bramp- 
ton resident suffered mi- 
nor injuries after bullets 
were fired into a home 
on Tuesday evening. 

22 Division’s Criminal 
Investigation Bureau 
responded to reports of 
shots fired around 6:45 
p-m. in the Kennedy 
Road/Chamney Court 
area. 


Once on-scene, they 
discovered several vehi- 


cles with bullet holes in 
them. No one was in the 
home at the time of the 
incident. 


Police are appealing to 
anyone who may have 
video surveillance, dash- 
board video, or addition- 
al information regarding 
the incident.

Colley stresses this lat- 
est charge is not the re- 
sult of poor training. 


“This charge has noth- 
ing to do with training 
or lack thereof, or the 
screening process. We all 
know things happen.” 


As far coping skills go, 
new recruits are given 
access to plenty of op- 
tions to help them deal 
with the pressures of the 
job. 

“It is a very stressful job. 
There are outlets. There 
are ways to help with 
that. In training, when 
new recruits are coming 
through training, they 
really hammer home 
all the different outlets 
and all the different pro- 
grams that are available, 
not to mention co-work- 
ers and supervisors. 


The training includes 
access to an organiza- 
tional wellness bureau, 
coping programs, out- 
reach programs and av- 
enues for officers to talk 


about pressure-filled is- 
sues when they come up. 


“We make sure our 
recruits and everyone 
knows right from the 
start. There’s no  sur- 
prise, there’s no ‘you 
never told me that.’ We 
make sure everyone 
coming through under- 
stands the expectation 
that ‘you're a profession- 
al at work and away from 
work’.” 


Officers are held to 
higher standards than 
the average citizen. Not 
only are they subject to 
the same laws as every- 
one else but are also sub- 
ject to discipline under 
the Ontario Police Ser- 
vices Act. 


After the charge against 
Ghuman, Chief Jennifer 
Evans released a state- 
ment saying, “Conduct 
of this nature is not tol- 
erated by the Peel Re- 
gional Police and any 
officer who engages in 
this behaviour will be in- 
vestigated and charged 


appropriately.” 

While Colley describes 
the training of officers 
as excellent, that doesn’t 
mean there’s no room for 
improvement. 


“We're committed to 
our training, our cor- 
porate learning is top 
notch. We’re constantly 
looking for ways to im- 
prove training so that 
all the staff get the best 
training possible,” Colley

vincial funding is not over, 
even though the Wynne 
government has rejected 
a sales tax hike to fund lo- 
cal bridges, sewers and rec 
centres, asserts Brampton 
Mayor Linda Jeffrey. 


Jeffrey recently told PDN 
that her city and Mississau- 
ga will continue to push the 
province for more funding 
tools to help pay for local 
infrastructure and she be- 
lieves the government will 
consider other options now 
that it has rejected a one 
percentage point hike in the 
HST to fund local projects. 

At last week’s annual 
meeting, the Association of 


financing not over, says Brampton Mayor 


Municipalities of Ontario 
formally proposed such a 
tax hike to help deal with 
the $4.9 billion funding 
shortfall over the next de- 
cade Ontario municipalities 
have for infrastructure. 

But the idea was round- 
ly rejected by Premier 
Kathleen Wynne and the 
opposition party leaders — 
Progressive Conservative 
Patrick Brown and NDP 
chief Andrea Horwath. 


All three leaders told Jef- 
frey, Mississauga Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie and the 
1,900 other delegates they 
will not raise taxes if they 
hold the pursestrings after 
the next election in June. 

“T think what we we heard 
from the premier is that she 
doesn’t like that model,” 
Jeffrey said in an interview 


with PDN’s Marco Patrone. 


“But what she heard she 
wants to start a conversa- 
tion with us and she wants 
to understand where the 
particular burden is. And 
it’s not one size fits all.” 

Added the Brampton May- 
or, a former Municipal Af- 
fairs Minister in the Wynne 
government: 

“IT was talking about up- 
loading railroads, she was 
talking about recreation 
centres. Patrick Brown talk- 
ed about recreation centres. 
I don’t think the NDP came 
up with any particular rem- 
edy but (many municipali- 
ties) don’t have the powers 
of revenue production the 
city of Toronto does.” 

“What we're saying is we’re 
partners in building infra- 


structure. We need to be re- 
spected for the heavy lifting 
that we are doing. And if we 
need to have tough conver- 
sations what better time to 
talk is the leadup to parties 
putting putting together 
platforms.” 

Jeffrey noted that as all 
three parties prepare for 
next June’s provincial elec- 
tion, municipalities must 
continue to press the fi- 
nancing crunch issue and 
make sure it is addressed in 
the coming campaign. 

Polls show Brown has a 
good chance of toppling 
Wynne’s Liberals but few 
know what are his party’s 
views on municipal financ- 
ing are. 

Many expect more clari- 
ty this fall when the Tories 
hold a major policy conven- 


tion in November. 


At the AMO conference, 
Brown told delegates he 
wanted to ensure infra- 
structure contracts stay on 
budget so cities could save 
billions of dollars that way 
by preventing the kind of 
25-per-cent cost overruns 
the provincial auditor says 
are common on big capital 
projects. 

Horwath also said she 
wants to restore more bal- 
ance to municipal funding 
but gave no specifics on any 
moves an NDP government 
would make if it formed the 
next government. 


Based on past platforms, 
an NDP government might 
opt to raise corporate taxes 
to generate more revenue 
for its policies. 
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Brampton Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey recently sent the 
hometown pro hockey team 
a pretty frank message -- 
don’t come back to taxpay- 
ers looking for more. 

The mayor had opposed 
the 2016 sponsorship deal 
for the Brampton Beast 
that will pump $1.5 million 
of taxpayer money into the 
ECHL hockey club over 
three years to help the team 
staunch its red ink and stay 
in the community. 

The mayor voted against 
that marketing deal, a con- 
troversial agreement that 
angered many constituents 
fed up with what they see 
as lax spending by the city 
and poor financial practices 
that go back many years. 

In a recent interview with 
PDN, Jeffrey, a former 
provincial Liberal cabinet 
minister, said voters in next 
year’s local election should 
be asking why councillors 
voted for the Beast bailout 
against the advice of city 
staff, and “why my tax dol- 
lars would be spent subsi- 
dizing somebody who’s a 
millionaire.” 

It’s hard to say wheth- 
er Kingston businessman 
Gregg Rosen -- the Beast’s 
principal owner -- has 
that kind of money. But as 
chairman of Kimco Steel, a 
sprawing family run Kings- 


ton metal distributor and 
recycler more than a cen- 
tury old, he’s probably not 
living in the poorhouse. 

No matter what help the 
city has provided, the Beast 
still has an uphill fight to 
make a dime in the Bramp- 
ton hockey market. 

The city and neighboring 
Mississauga have seen re- 
peated failures with their 
local hockey teams, who 
have been annual perennial 
losers at the gate in various 
leagues. 

Remember the Brampton 
Battalion? The OHL team 
lost money for every year 
of its 16-year existence and 
drew the smallest crowds 
in the OHL before owner 
Scott Abbott got fed up and 
took the team to North Bay 
for the 2014 season. 


How about the short-lived 
Brampton Seven-Ups, and 
numerous junior teams 
ranging from the Warriors 
and Chevies to the Capi- 
tals and Rockets who also 
eventually moved from the 
Flower City. 

In Mississauga, the St. Mi- 
chael’s Majors lasted five 
years at the Hershey Centre 
then became the current 
Steelheads. 


Meanwhile, the Icedogs - 
a junior team once owned 
and coached by Don Cherry 
- packed up and moved to 
St. Catharines after a de- 
cade in Peel. 


Most hockey experts be- 
lieve that Peel Region’s 


diverse population - with 
large Indo-Pakistani, Chi- 
nese and Filipino immi- 
grants -- is the main reason 
hockey is not as entrenched 
in those communities as 
soccer, basketball or even 
cricket. 


“Tt’s hard to sell out a Beast 
game,” observes a Bramp- 
ton-born businessman who 
has operated hockey teams 
in the past. “But if you built 
an indoor cricket pitch, 
you'd probably be success- 
ful.” 

The GTA has long been 
a hotbed of hockey for the 
Maple Leafs -- in all ethnic 
communities -- and Hock- 
ey Night in Canada even 
broadcasts Leaf games in 
Punjabi. But even the NHL 
team’s recent success and 
roster of budding super- 
stars may not help boost 
interest for GTA minor 
leagues perceived by fans to 
be of second-tier quality. 

Abbott, the North Bay Bat- 
talion owner, says the OHL 
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team in Brampton “was in 
the schools and in the cor- 
prate community . . . but 
there was just no traction.” 
He suggests it may be even 
more difficult for the Beast, 
in a minor pro league where 
there are few stars and the 
average player makes $600 
a week. 

When Rosen bought the 
Beast a few years ago he 
said the key to success with 
the franchise was about 
“marketing and creating a 
buzz on a limited product.” 

Part of the Beast’s deal 
with the City of Brampton 
wil give the city the right 
to advertise on the boards 
at the Powerade Centre for 
36 home games, hundreds 
of free tickets, advertising 
on the Beast team bus that 
travels across the U.S., 
team jerseys ads as well as 
profit-sharing and _ other 
benefits. 


The Beast, which loses

about $1.5 million a year, 
is also trying to get up to 
10 local minority owners, 
to help boost the team’s 
presence in the corporate 
community and pump a 
few million into the team’s 
coffers. 

Rosen would still control 
51 per cent of the club, 
which is said to be worth 
between $5 million and $10 
million. 

We'll likely seen strong 
marketing efforts this fall 
to promote the Beast, some 
partnrships with local me- 
dia and business groups 
and other efforts to help 
boost attendance at the 
Powerade Centre and spark 
a buzz in the community 
about the team. You can 
expect to see a game or two 
sold-out with thousands of 
free tickets for school kids. 
The Beast averaged about 
3,106 people a game last 
year, in the lower third of 


the 27-team ECHL, just be- 
hind the Rapid City Rush 
and just ahead of the Nor- 
folk Admirals. 
So there is a long way to 
go to revive the team’s for- 
tunes -- and the writing is' 
still on the wall whether 
the turnaround effort will 
work. 


But whether it does or 
doesn’t it seems highly un- 
likely the City of Brampton 
will put more money into 
the effort when its current 
deal expires after next year. 

Jeffrey is committed to im- 
proving Brampton’s finan- 
cial management and keep 
its ballooning taxes under 
control. Remember she’s 
the local politician who 
called in former provincial 
auditor Jim McCarter to 
review Brampton’s finances 
in late 2014. 

McCarter noted Bramp- 
ton’s bloated labour costs 
and salaries were eating up 
most revenues from prop- 
erty taxes. He also warned 
about the city’s $215 mil- 
lion debt and capital re- 
serves that were nearl 
drained. 


The mayor expects local 
voters still smarting from 
years of murky financial 
practices will be highl 
wary of another Beast bail- 
out.

“We have to go cap in

It doesnt allow us to 
control the destinies of 
our own cities so they 
have to assess this kind 
of piecemeal approach of 
‘cap in hand’. 

Is this the kind of thing 
that should continue to 
work in the future but 
doesn’t allow us to build 
complete cities? We do 
not have the ability to 


increase property tax be- 
yond the rate of inflation. 
We have seniors, people 
who have their own bud- 
gets. 


Their salaries don’t go 
up more than the rate 
of inflation. We have se- 
niors on fixed incomes 
so it cannot come from 
the property tax base. It 
has to come from else- 
where. There are cities 


like Toronto that do have 
a suite of tools available 
to them. That is one op- 
tion. And the other option 
which AMO researched 
and polled, was the 1 per 
cent HST. No one wants 
new taxes of course. This 
is one if it were applied 
correctly could work for 
everyone. The cities cant 
continue with property 
taxes as their only source

of revenues.” 

“My goal is to hold the 
line of property taxes, not 
to increase beyond the 
rate of inflation and ad- 
ditional revenue would 
come from other sources, 
whether its from other 
levels of government or 
other tools that may be 
made available to us.”

Strike looms for group-home workers as talks 
stall: could be on strike early next month

The government agency that 
runs group homes and other 
services for the developmen- 
tally challenged in Peel Region 
and other parts of the western 
GTA could be on strike early 
next month. 


The Ontario Public Service 
Employees Union (OPSEU) 
has asked the provincial Min- 
istry of Labour for a “no board” 
report signalling an impasse in 
contract talks. Once the min- 
istry issues the report, a legal 
strike or lockout can take place 
on the 17th calendar day after 
that. 


The union represents 340 
workers at the Central West 
Specialized Development Ser- 
vices agency at group homes 
in Mississauga, Oakville, Bur- 
lington, and Halton Hills. 

The two sides have been ne- 
gotiating since the previous 
contract expired March 31. An 
initial offer of 10 cents an hour 
in each of two years was re- 
jected by 91 per cent of union 
members. 


The two sides met with a gov-

ernment-appointed — concilia- 
tor on Aug. 8, but no progress 
was made. However, both 
sides have agreed to mediation 
before the possible strike or 
lockout date. 


Wages are the key issue in the 
dispute. 


“One of our top priorities is 
ensuring our services foster 
the inclusion and dignity that 
adults with developmental 
disabilities have a right to,” 
said Sue Walker, president of 
OPSEU Local 249. 


“However, the employer 
doesn’t think we deserve the 


same kind of dignity— not 
when theyre offering us 
dimes.” 


The 340 workers provide 
residential services in group 
homes across and treatment 
services, including counsel- 
ling, nursing, speech-language 
pathology, behaviour therapy, 
and psychology services. 


Warren (Smokey) Thomas, 
president of OPSEU, noted 
that the provincial govern- 
ment has recently agreed to 
contracts with a number of 
large public sector bargaining 
units—7.5 per cent wage hikes 
over four years— and the de- 
velopment workers expect the 
same kind of fairness. 


“T clearly recall the disrup- 
tions of 2007 caused by a se- 
ries of strikes in developmen- 
tal services,” he said. “At the 
time, this same Liberal gov- 
ernment promised to stabilize 
the sector. OPSEU firmly be- 
lieves that a fair deal, compa- 
rable to the deals offered to the 
bigger players, is the only way 
to bring the stability that de- 
velopmental services workers 
deserve— and that their clients 
need.” 


Health warning issued after 


infected bird puts humans at risk 
\

Peel Region has issued a 
public health warning after 
a pet cockatiel was found in- 
fected with a bacteria poten- 
tially harmful to people. 


The infected bird tested pos- 
itive for avian chlamydiosis, 
which can cause psittacosis in 
humans. 


“It’s basically a respiratory 
disease like pneumonia,” said 
said Dr. Lawrence Loh, acting 
medical officer for Peel Public 
Health. 


“So you basically end up 
with headaches, coughing, 
fatigue, difficulty breathing. 
It’s a fairly rare disease but 
it’s passed from birds to hu- 
mans,” he said. 


There are no reports of peo- 
ple getting sick as a result of 
this bird’s infection and risk 
is low to members of the pub- 
lic. 


Health officials are advis- 
ing those who bought a bird 
from a home-based aviary, 
bird, and any other pet birds 
that have been in contact with 
it, to a vet for testing. 


“So I would say the average 
person who owns a cockatiel, 
only if they purchased it from 
a home-based aviary in the 
last three to six months,” said 
Dr. Loh. 


The Ontario Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to An- 
imals inspected the Bramp- 
ton residence from which the 
infected bird was purchased 
and found about 100 birds. 


If those pet owners are ex- 
periencing fever, muscle 
aches and a dry cough, they 
are advised to see their family 
doctor. 


Psittacosis is treatable with 
antibiotics but can be mis- 
diagnosed as bronchitis or 
pneumonia if the doctor 
doesn’t ask the patient about 
exposure to birds. 


“Because it’s a rare disease,” 
said Dr. Loh, “it may get 
missed and people may end 
up becoming sicker if they’re 
not treated properly for the 
appropriate disease.” 


If left untreated, severe cas- 
es can lead to heart, liver and 
neurological problems and 
even death. 
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Morguard shores up investment

The $1.4 billion Hurontar- 
io Light Rail Transit project 
got a huge lift Thursday as 
the Liberal government put 
out a bid for a private-public 
partnership to develop the 
major Peel Region transit 
system. 

The Ministry of Transporta- 
tion released a Request for 
Proposals to design, build, fi- 
nance, operate and maintain 
the new LRT line. 

The winning bid will come 
from three preferred bidders, 
which include European and 
Japanese multinationals as 
well as local builders. 

The Hurontario LRT proj- 
ect includes about 20 km of 
new dedicated rapid transit 
between the Port Credit GO 
Station in Mississauga and 
Gateway Terminal in south- 
ern Brampton, with 22 stops 
and connections to GO Tran- 
sit’s Milton and Lakeshore 
West lines. 


The LRT line is one of the 
biggest infrastructure proj- 
ects in Peel’s history and is 
expected to spur office, con- 
do and retail development 
along the route. 

Though the province will 
kick in $1.4 billion to build 
the LRT, it will also boost 
costs for the city, depending 
on who runs the system and 
how it is built. 

Under the RFP, the three 
private sector teams— made 
up of bankers, designers and 
builders— shortlisted for the 
Hurontario LRT project will 
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submit their proposals to 
Infrastructure Ontario and 


Metrolinx, the provincial 
transit agency, later this year. 
The contract is slated to be 
awarded in 2018 and con- 
struction should begin later 
in the year, with service be- 
ginning in 2022. 

“Today is a major step for- 
ward for the Hurontario 
LRT project,” Transportation 
Minister Steven Del Duca an- 
nounced at Queen’s Park. 


“The new LRT will make life 
easier for families and com- 
muters in Mississauga and 
Brampton by providing a 
faster, more reliable transit 
option, with improved con- 
nections to local transit and 
GO rail services.” 

The three chosen bidders 
are: 


*The Hurontario Light Rail 
Connection Partnership, 
which includes Spanish tran- 
sit developer Cintra, French 
road builder Colas and 
Spain’s infrastructure con- 
glomerate Acciona. 
eMobilinx, a group made up 
of Japanese multinational 
Hitachi, Canadian builder 
PCL, Italian construction gi- 
ant Astaldi as well as French 
transit operator Transdev. 


Trillium Transit Partners, 
a group that contains local 
builder Bird Construction, 
the Stantec engineeing firm, 
Coco Paving, the Kiewit 
group and Keolis Canada, 
a Montreal-based bus and 
transit operator. 

In a statement, Mississauga 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie said 


the LRT project “is a key part 
of our city’s future and build- 
ing the complete city where 
people want to live, invest 
and open up a business.” 
“City staff has worked close- 
ly with Metrolinx to prepare 
this project for procurement. 
We are continuing to work 
with our partners to bring 
much-needed rapid transit 
to Hurontario. The LRT is a 
game changer for Mississau- 
ga and will ensure the Hu- 
rontario corridor grows in a 
sustainable way.” 

Brampton Mayor Linda Jef- 
frey noted Thursday’s “long 
awaited milestone” for the 
huge transit project. 

“The Hurontario-Main Light 
Rail Transit project is one 
of many significant catalysts 
that are sparking urban re- 
newal and development in 
the City of Brampton,” she 
said.

Minimum wage hike could cost 185

Ontario’s proposed mini- 
mum wage hike and other 
pro-labour changes planned 
by the Liberal government 
could put 185,000 jobs at 
risk and cost consumers

The study by the Canadian 
Centre for Economic Anal- 
ysis concludes that Bill 148, 
the Fair Workplaces Better 
Jobs Act, concludes that 
these vast, unprecedent- 
ed reforms will put about 
185,000 jobs at risk in the 
first two years, greatly im- 
pacting Ontario’s most vul- 
nerable. 


Moreover, it will add 
$1,300 to the annual costs 
of each household in Peel 
Region and across Ontario 
and boost the rate of infla- 
tion each year.

Masters Runner Dermot Holwell sets the Gold Standard for Boston Marathon Completions

You may have done 
some running to keep 
in shape. If you do, you 
probably have heard of 
the Boston Marathon. If 
you are fast enough and 
dedicated to your sport, 
you may have even qual- 
ified for this prestigious 
race and completed it. 
Dermot Holwell, a 
62-year-old mild-man- 
nered accountant and 
local trucking executive, 
has completed this — the 
grand daddy of all mara- 
thons - a total of 27 con- 
secutive times! 
Originally a rower from 
St. Johns Newfoundland, 
Holwell got into running 
in 1978 and, you guessed 
it, to keep in shape for 
rowing. His rowing coach 
suggested he run a few 
miles around the rowing 
lake to build his stamina 
for competitions. 

Lady Luck has always 
smiled favourably on 
Dermot, because it was 
around this time that his 
neighbour Gord Tarrant, 
a legally blind runner, 
knocked on his door ask- 
ing if he would run with 
him as guide. Dermot 
agreed. 

The first run was 7 miles 
and he was hooked for 
good. 

That was 1978. Dermot 
did his first marathon in 
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1981 in St. Johns. With 
that, he found the thing 
that would keep his body 
and soul youthful and 
happy for years to come. 
Buoyed with confidence, 
he piled up over 1000 
miles of trailing in the 
tough weather condi- 
tions of life on the rock. 
Coming from a cold wet 
place, he wasn’t used to 
the heat. He entered the 
1981 Ottawa Marathon 
and the race day was 
a scorcher. A true trial 
by fire, but Dermot sur- 
vived. It made him stron- 
ger and gave him the 
confidence to keep going. 


Moving to Toronto in 
1985 to pursue his ac- 
counting career, he spent 
several years with the 
one of the big accounting 
firms before joining the 
trucking industry. He 
got married and started 
a family, but the love of 
running never left him. 
In 1991, he qualified and 
entered his first Boston 
Marathon. An _ experi- 
ence he would never 
forget and one that has 
become the focus of his 
training and his life. 
Being an accountant, 
Dermot knows his way 
around a_ spreadsheet 
and is meticulous in 
keeping a log of his 
running miles. He has 
logged every single mile 
and every single work- 
out he has ever done. He 
once logged 2408 miles 


in one year and logged 
over 25000 miles in the 
10 years between 1994 
and 2003. 

In all, Dermot has com- 
pleted 72 marathons with 
a personal best time of 2 
hours, 47 minutes. This 
amazing total includes 
26 marathons with a 
time under 3 hours. Cer- 
tainly a testament to his 
consistency. 

He credits much of his 
success to an opportuni- 
ty to train with the late 
Gord Dixon, an Olympic 
marathoner and _not- 
ed running coach from 
Burlington. “Gord got 
me into track work, adds 
Holwell and he made me 
realize that I needed to 
spend time working on 
my upper body strength.” 
“The track work made 
me faster and tougher 
and the strength training 
allowed me to maintain 
good posture during the 
later stages of the race,” 
adds Holwell. 

Like most athletes, Der- 
mot had to overcome ad- 
versity in order to keep 
doing the sport he loves. 
In 2008, he was diag- 
nosed with prostate can- 
cer and was ordered to 
have immediate surgery. 
With surgery scheduled 
for Jan. 28, 2008, the 
prospect of entering the 
Boston Marathon that 
year looked bleak. 


However, he came 


through with flying co- 
lours and the doctor gave 
him the green light in 
March. Dermot booked 
his flight to Boston to 
keep the streak alive. In 
the seven years that fol- 
lowed his surgery, he re- 
corded some of the best 
times ever. A strange 
unexplainable phenom- 
ena that baffles even his 
doctor. Somehow pros- 
tate surgery made him go 
faster. Certainly a tribute 
to modern medicine. 

Dermot certainly is not 
without humor. When 
asked what keeps him 
going, he quipped, “Beer. 
Plenty of Coors Light af- 
ter runs seems to be the 
ticket,” as he smiled and 


gave mea wink. 

So how about Diet, Der- 
mot? 

“Don’t get me started,” 
he responded. “Honest- 
ly, I am not a poster boy 
for a pristine diet. I can 
say with complete truth- 
fulness that I don’t eat 
vegetables!” 

Wow. This guy is old 
school! 

“I have been lucky over 
the years,” he said. “I 
have never had much in 
the way of injuries that 
typically plague runners 
and I am thankful for 
that.” 

In all, Dermot has been 
running for 39 years and 
has no plans to hang 


them up. 

He can be seen training 
out of Life Time Fitness 
in Mississauga on Tues- 
days and Saturdays and 
plans to enter the Dublin 
Marathon this fall. 


Hats off to Dermot Hol- 
well for being able to jug- 
gle a career, family and a 
passion for running. 
Dave Robinson is a 36- 
year Mississauga res- 
ident with passion for 
a variety of sports in- 
cluding, hockey, skiing, 
snowshoeing, triathlon, 
golf and windsurfing. 
When he is not writing 
about sports, he can be 
found running the credit 
river trails or riding his 
bike out toward Milton.

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Boating safety for lifetime of enjoying the open water 


Spending time boating, 
swimming in the pool, 
splashing in the lake or 
playing at the beach are 
what make summer so spe- 
cial, but it’s important to 
follow the rules to stay safe. 


Before you head out on the 
water, here’s a safety re- 
fresher. 


According to the Canadi- 
an Red Cross, an average 
of 152 people drowned in 
Peel annually from 2009 to 
2014. 


Sara Bartley, communica- 
tions manager for the Re- 
gion of Peel, said that most 
drowning deaths occur 
from May to August and 
certain demographics are 
more prone to drowning fa- 
talities, including children 
aged one to four and males 
aged 15 and up, “somewhat 
dependent on the activity,” 
Bartley added. 


Spending time at the cot- 


tage is a great summer pas- 
time, but take precautions 
so you'll have more visits in 
the future. The most recent 
report from the Canadian 
Red Cross (2009-2014) 
states 42 per cent of deaths 
by drowning in Ontario oc- 
curred in a lake. 


“Nearly 90 per cent of 
boaters who drown are not 
wearing, or are not properly 
wearing, their lifejacket,” a 
Red Cross guide says. 


Peel Region is known to 
have beautiful and soothing 
rivers, streams and creeks, 
but don’t be misled by the 
tranquility. The same re- 
port states that 20 per cent 
of drowning deaths hap- 
pened in rivers/streams/ 
creeks. 


Before you head to the pool 
or lake, check the weather 
conditions and know your 
swimming ability: don’t

The Red Cross has several 
tips to help keep you and 
your family safe this sum- 
mer whether you are on 
open water, in the backyard 
pool or using recreation- 
al water toys. More water

Safety Public Education 
Resource Guide can also be 
downloaded. 


Don't drink and _ play: 
There is no safe way to mix 
alcohol or drugs with water 
activities. 

“Never underestimate the 
power of currents. A boater, 
swimmer or wader in open 
water who underestimates 
the power of currents can 
be swept away instantly,” 
the guide says. 


Non-swimmers should 
wear a lifejacket at all 
times: This will help your 
child to stay at the surface 
in the event of an unexpect- 
ed fall into the water. The 
child should practice right- 
ing him/herself and moving 
while wearing the lifejacket 
in a controlled environ- 
ment. It is really important 
to remember that lifejack- 
ets and PFDs (personal 
flotation devices) are not a

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A “Grand” Trail Celebration in Caledon 


Residents in Caledon will 
be celebrating a historic trail 
and Canada’s 150th birth- 
day this weekend during a 
“Grand” community get-to- 
gether. 

The Trans Canada Trail, 
with support from Canadian 
Heritage, is connecting The 
Great Trail and the country 
for a grand celebration on 
Aug. 26, 2017. 

Caledon East is one of many 
communities across Canada 
that will be celebrating the 
full connection of The Great 
Trail and Canada’s 150th on 
the same date. 

The genesis for the trail 
began in 1992, when a 
non-profit corporation was 
formed to create a path that 
would be “a gift from Cana- 
dians to Canadians”. 

Since then, donors, part- 
ners, governments and vol- 
unteers have all pitched in to 
help create and expand the 
“Great Trail”, which offers 
a wide range of outdoor ex- 


periences on both land and 
water routes. Each Cana- 
dian province and territory 
features a stretch of Trail, 
which is owned and operat- 
ed at the local level. 

The foundation for the TCT 
was first laid in 1995 within 
Caledon itself. At that time, 
the Caledon Trailway was 
declared the first official seg- 
ment of the national trail. 
The following year, the first 
pavilion of the TCT was built 
in Caledon East.

Fairs were held in ho- 
tel yards and on King 
Street, between Mill 
and James Streets. 
In 1868, 2 1/2 acres were 
bought and Bolton Fair- 
grounds set down roots at 
its present site, 150 Queen 
Street South. 

In 1877, the name changed 
to Albion & Bolton Agri- 
cultural Society. More land 
was purchased in 1889, 
and again in 1895. By 1900, 
there was a roofed grand- 
stand and a racetrack. 

The growing Fair saw 
many firsts: 1966 saw the 
stone gate posts erected, 
and the first Fair Parade 
was held. 


In 1971, the new arena 
was opened by Bill David 
on the Fair property, and 
the agreement was that the 
Agricultural Society could 
use it for the Fair — a new 
Exhibit Hall! 


Funds were raised in 1985 
and souvenir plates giv- 
en to donors. This led to 
the construction and 1990 
opening of the President’s 
Building. 

With the increasing popu- 
larity of the fair every year 
and the wide diversity of 
the town, there’s never 
been a better time to at- 
tend the Fall Fair!

There are so many ways to 
meditate. Most people think 
it is just sitting for a period 
of time and relaxing but it is 
so much more. 

Meditation actually simply 
means to focus, which can 
be done in so many ways. 
Whenever you do something 
that you enjoy so much, you 
lose yourself in it and find 
yourself calm afterwards — 
that is meditation. 

Doing and enjoying crafts 
is a form of meditation, be- 
cause your whole thought 
process is involved. 


It is the moments that take 
our breath away or gives it 
back to us. It is a beautiful 
sunset or sunrise. It is in our 
children’s eyes. It is holding 
the hand of someone you 
love and being totally con- 
tent. 


It is a beautiful piece of mu- 
sic that makes us stop and 
listen. It is a walk in nature 
where the trees are over- 
head, the breeze is ruffling 
the leaves and the squirrels 


are scurrying about. It is the 
rain that falls softly. It is a 
pet that craves our touch and 
we stop to give it. 

How many other ways can 
we retain this feeling of 
meditation? It can be done 
through silent contempla- 
tion or a practice; through 
exercises or conscious move- 
ments; through our thoughts 
and visualizations; through 
hard times and _ healings; 
and ways that are a comfort 
to you. 

When you start this process, 
remember that it needs to be 
a consistent practice with an 
awareness, consciousness or 
mindfulness. No contained 
feeling is done without this. 
Become aware of how you 
are feeling and this is how it 
starts. Sometimes the results 
will be small but that is bet- 
ter than no-thing! 


Learn to do a meditation 
at first maybe in a certain 
spot and time but as you be- 
come more practised, take 
it with you during your day. 
Learn to be meditative while 
walking, sitting, laying and 
standing. 

Meditation practices — there 


are many and they are some- 
what different, but the intent 
is the same. 


A simple meditation (also 
termed as Zen) is to sit/lay/ 
stand/walk quietly, and to 
follow your breath and fo- 
cus softly on a distant spot 
or an object. You can have a 
specific thought or not. This 
can be any length of time or 
several small increments of 
time during the day. 

Keep your back straight by 
lengthening the front of the 
body; chin tucked; the hands 
and eyes soft and the breath 
slow and even concentrating 
more on the exhalation.

A mindfulness meditation is 
more focused. You sit quiet- 
ly and you are “mindful” of 
your thoughts, actions, reac- 
tions or whatever is bother- 
ing you. 

You do not judge or have 
emotions towards it. You 
just observe and focus. It is 
like seeing a jigsaw puzzle, 
taking the pieces apart, ob- 
serving their place in you 
and then letting them go. 
Guided or visualization 
meditations usually need 
some guidance, either by 
listening to a meditation 
scripted by someone or your 
own that’s remembered or 


purpose 
Colours and textures should 
be defined in this. This usu- 
ally employs the mind in a 
more positive format and re- 
engages it to promote a bet- 
ter mindset. 

Inspiration comes from a 
saying from Buddha, “The 
mind is everything. What 
you think, you become.” 
These types of meditations 
are very visually based so 
if a person isn’t as visually 
sensed, this would be more 
difficult. 


Using music or art as a fo- 
cus is also very good because 
it uses the senses to hear, 
see and feel. This should be 
what gives you the feeling 
you desire, and should begin 
and end with a short sim- 
ple meditation. The focus 
should then be on the music 
or art. 


Allow yourself to sense dif- 
ferently with softness — the 
focus comes to your eyes and 
ears rather than the other 
way around. These types of 
meditation focus more on 
the senses especially audito- 
ry and visual. The more you 
can incorporate the senses, 


e 
the more effective your med- 
itation is. In your practice, 


be aware of using all of your 
senses. 


Meditation in movement 
— Yoga is the oldest medita- 
tion tradition on earth, and 
also the one with the widest 
variety of practices. Qigong 
means “life energy cultiva- 
tion”, and is a body-mind ex- 
ercise for health, meditation, 
and martial arts training. It 
typically involves slow body 
movement, inner focus, and 
regulated breathing. Tai Chi 
is for people who are more 
connected with nature and/ 
or martial arts. 


All are different but are 
very beneficial if you have 
difficulty sitting for a time. 
These all involve movement, 
breathing and being con- 
scious of moving from one 
position into another or just 
holding in your position or 
pose. 

Find what works for you 
and then develop it. It will 
take time but it is worth it. 
Make it normal for you to be 
meditative and enjoy every 
minute of the day.
